Time to vote 
in the Vale... 

VOTERS in the Vale will be going to the 
polls today (Thursday, May 4) to elect 
local councillors. 

Two elections are taking place. The first is for 
county councillors who will sit on the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council. This is a paid post, and the 47 
councillors elected are entitled to an allowance of 
£13,300. 

The Vale Council votes will be counted on the 
night of May 4 (tonight), and the results will be 
released ward by ward, as the votes are counted. 

The first results could be announced quite soon 
after the count begins at 10.30pm, depending on the 
voter turnout, but a council spokesman told The 
GEM that the majority of ward results were likely to 
be declared around 2am on Friday, May 5. 

The second election is for town and community 
councils. These are unpaid posts. 

Counting of these elections will begin soon after 
the Vale Council, and results are expected around 
7am on Friday, May 5.

TWO fearless RNLI 
supporters lifted the 
equivalent of a 40- 
tonne lifeboat to 
raise money for the 
charity’s annual 
fundraising event, 
Mayday. 

RNLI Lifeguard 
supervisor Matt Childs 
and friend Jake Downes 
set themselves the target 
of squatting 60kg of 
weight no fewer than 333 
times between them to 
match the 40-tonne 
weight of a Severn class 
RNLI lifeboat - the 
heaviest in the charity’s 
rescue fleet. 

The leg-busting 
challenge, which took 
place outside the RNLI’s 
newly opened visitor 
centre on Paget Road, 
Barry Island, took almost 
two hours and raised 
more than £600 for the 
RNLI’s Mayday 

campaign, which aims to 
fund lifeboat kit worn by 
the RNLI’s lifesaving 
volunteers. 

If lifting one Severn 
class lifeboat wasn’t 
enough, an unexpected 
offer of an extra £50 of 
sponsorship saw the 
brave duo go even 
further and complete 500 
repetitions - equal to 
one-and-a-half Severn 
class lifeboats. 

The event tied in with 


the launch of the RNLI’s 
Mayday campaign on 
May 1. Mayday will run 
for the whole month, 
with fundraising events 
taking place across the 
UK and Ireland. 

This year, the RNLI 
hopes to raise £750,000 
through Mayday, which 
will be used to fund 
essential kit for the 
charity’s brave volunteer 
lifeboat crews. 

Matt Childs said: 
“RNLI volunteer lifeboat 
crews around the UK and 
Ireland are willing to 


drop everything to go 
and save lives at sea 
when their pagers beep. 
The Mayday campaign is 
our own call for help, as 
we rely on the generosity 
of the public to help us 
continue our lifesaving 
service, 24 hours a day, 
365 days a year.” 

Money raised through 
Mayday fundraising 
events will help kit out 
RNLI lifeboat crews so 
they’re ready to face the 
harshest conditions at 
sea, with it costing 
£1,593 to provide an all- 


weather lifeboat crew 
member with all of the 
vital kit they need during 
a rescue. 

The RNLI is asking 
people to ‘do your bit, 
fund our kit’ this Mayday 
and anyone who wishes 
to get involved should 
visit RNLI.org/Mayday 
to register for a free 
Mayday pack.

A 17-mile Llanbedr 
walk for ramblers 


FIVE hardy walkers joined 
William from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at St Peter’s 
Church in Llanbedr northeast 
of Crickhowell, for the classic 
Llanbedr Horseshoe walk in 
the Black Mountains. 

In lovely dry weather, an ancient 
bridge took them over the Grwyne 
Fechan River for the climb to Blaen- 
yr-henbant and up to Crag Mawr to 
enjoy views across the Usk Valley. 

They climbed to the Gader Ridge 
above Mynydd Du Forest and 
tramping to their next peak, Pen Twyn 
Mawr, along the ridge to Pen y Gadair 
Mawr then to Waun Fach, which at a 
height of 810m is the highest peak in 
the Black Mountains. 

Cresting the horseshoe bend at the 
top and heading to Pen Tramau, a steep 
climb led them to Mynydd Llysiau 
before lunch overlooking the valley 
with its line of boundary stones. 

Another steep climb to the trig point 
on Pen Allt-mawr allowed them a 
welcome break to rest tired legs and 
admire the surrounding views, before 
they journeyed on to Pen Cerrig-calch, 
downhill to Table Mountain and Crag 
Hywel, before the last descent back to 
Llanbedr after completing 17 miles 
with 3,800ft of ascent. 

Thirteen walkers joined Clive at 
Pontneddfechan and after several 
weeks of dry weathe, the water in the 
various rivers was seriously low, which 
affected flow of water in the waterfalls. 

The old tramroad led them to the 
Afon Pyrddin and the base of Sgwd 
Gwladus before a return to the Nedd 
Fechan, where undulating paths led 
past Sgwd y Bedol, Sgwd Ddwili Isaf 
and Uchaf for morning break at Pont 
Melin-fach. 

Heading through a bluebell wood 
and arriving at Pont Rhyd-y-cnau, a 
steep climb through woodland led out 


onto a road with views towards Fan 
Nedd and the Brecon Beacons. 

A sunken bridlewayand narrow, 
moss-coated stony paths brought them 
to Cwm Porth for lunch in warm 
sunshine, before a visit to Porth yr 
Ogof cave. 

Joining the Four Falls Trail and 
arriving firstly at Sgwd Clun-gwyn, 
still crashing down into the valley 
despite the lack of water, rocky paths 
led steeply downhill to the stunning 
moss-covered Sgwd Isaf Clun-gwyn. 

Another descent led them along a 
path in the valley and the third fall, 
Sgwd y Pannwr. Climbing through an 
area of deforestation before 
descending steps to Sgwd yr Eira 
meant a trip on a wet, slippery path 
behind the waterfall, to climb the 
opposite side of the valley. 

Another deforested area led them 
downhill to the Afon Mellte and the 
remains of the old gunpowder works, 
before pretty woodland tracks and 
bridges led them back to their start 
point.

ON May 1, the Barry War Museum 
group arranged a ‘live’ test for its 
recently-acquired World War Two 
vintage air-raid siren. 

Permission was sought from the Vale Council 
to set it up on the old World War Two 
searchlight base at Nells Point, overlooking 
Whitmore Bay. 

Group members, dressed in various uniforms, 
positioned themselves along the promenade to 
see if they could actually hear the siren. At the 
stroke of 1.30pm, it was cranked up by group 
members Ian Phillips and Steve Griffiths 
(pictured right with the siren), in front of a group 
of interested onlookers. 

The test lasted for three minutes. In the event, 
it was faintly heard down on the promenade, 
and was also heard on Friar’s Point. 

We now know the effective range of the siren, 
which along with many other World War Two 
artefacts, can be seen at the Barry War Museum 
at Barry Island station building

“There will be a range of 
preserved buses giving free trips 
with single deckers, double 
deckers and weather permitting, 
open top vehicles too. 

“We also have some surprises 


inside our depot for visitors as 
this is the first open day where 
visitors can see our latest 
additions to our collection - the 
three all require work to fully 
restore, but they are saved for 
future generations. 

“These include our oldest 
bus, a double decker originally 
new in 1933 to Rhondda 
Transport, Porth with a special 
1947 body built in Caerphilly; a 
World War Two Utility 1944 
Pontypridd bus; and a single 
decker 1952 Sentinel bus.”

ASTRONOMY CORNER 


RIGHT: Cassini has observed icy jets 
spewing from an underground 
global ocean on Saturn’s moon, 
Enceladus, which scientists believe might 
be hospitable to alien life. 


JUPITER has 
passed its maximum 
brightness but still 
shines prominently 
in the early night 
sky. 

Saturn reaches its 
northern summer solstice 
when its north pole 
points directly towards 
the Sun and thus, pretty 
much towards Earth too, 
so the rings will be on 
brilliant display. 

This only happens 
every 29 years. The US 
space agency (NASA) is 
calling an end to 12 years 
of Cass ini’ s exploration 
and discovery at Saturn 
because the probe’s 
propellant tanks are all 
but empty. Cassini has 
used a gravitational 
slingshot around Saturn’s 
moon Titan to put it into 
an orbit that takes it in 
between the planet’s 
rings and its atmosphere. 

This is the grand finale 
for Cassini as the 
manoeuvre also means 


that it cannot escape a 
fiery plunge into Saturn’s 
clouds in September. 

At the end of April, 
Cassini pulled on the 
gravitational ‘elastic 
band’ one last time to 
shift from an orbit that 
grazes the outer edge of 
Saturn’s main ring 
system to an orbit that 
skims the inner edge, and 
puts it less than 3,000km 
above the planet’s cloud 
tops. 

The probe has already 
made two of these gap 
runs and will make 20 
more, repeating the dive 
every six and a half days 
until its final death 
plunge at 10:45 GMT on 
September 15. 

The Eta Aquarid 
meteor shower, produced 
by dust particles left 
behind by Halley’s 
comet, becomes visible 
during the evenings of 
May 6 and 7 with up to 
30 sightings per hour.

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Mental health 
isn’t just the 
absence of illness 


MAY 8-14 is 
Mental Health 
Awareness Week 
and lecturer in 
sport and fitness at 
The Open 
University, Karen 
Howells, recently 
talked about how 
exercise, 
specifically 
running, can 
impact on mental 
health and how to 
get started. 

She said: “We know 
exercise is good for us; 
physically it can prevent

However, mental health 
is not just the absence 
of a mental illness, it is 
also how we feel such 
as our self-esteem, 
mood, and feelings of 
belonging - these are all 
things exercise can 
boost. 

“The physiological 
explanation of why 
exercise can impact on 
our mental health is that 
it boosts dopamine and 
serotonin levels and

releases endorphins. 
Dopamine and serotonin 
have a positive effect on 
our attention levels so 
we feel more engaged 
as a result; and 
endorphins can boost 
our mood. 

“Particularly with 
running, there is a social 
element which can 
boost our mental 
wellbeing. For example, 
with the London 
Marathon, even those 
who didn’t get a place 
are still encouraged 
through email contact to 
get involved in running 
and go out with local 
groups. If you run with 
like-minded people, it 
can enhance your sense 
of belonging, self-worth 
and self-esteem. 

Running in itself is also 
a distraction and can 
give people time away 
from a cycle of negative 
thoughts that are often 
characteristic of 
depression. 

“Although we may 
all start with the best of 
intentions, having some 
structure and setting 
goals can increase the 
likelihood that we are 
going to continue after 
that first day! If you’re 
not a runner, a good 
way to start is with 
something like the 
‘Couch to 5K’ app 
which gives you a 
structure and some short 
term goals. 

“Having company is 
also a good motivator 
and increases your 
chances of continuing, 
starting with someone in 
the same position can be 
helpful, as is joining a 
club. The social support 
is important early on to 
ensure people stick with 
what they are doing, 
often there are good 
intentions but these can 
easily fall away.”

Investors 
confident in 
UK economy, 
says Vale MP 


ASTON Martin’s 
decision to invest in St 
Athan is an indication 
of investors’

Alun Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale MP was 

responding in the 

Commons to a question 
from the Labour MP for 
Merthyr Tydfil and 

Rhymney, Gerald Jones. 

Mr Jones told him 
Prime Minister Theresa 
May has said she is 
prepared to walk away 
from the Brexit 
negotiating table without 
a trade deal with the EU, 
and the Foreign 
Secretary has said that no 
deal would be no 
problem. 

He added: “No deal 
could see tariffs of 30 per 
cent to 40 per cent on 
Welsh dairy farmers and 
meat producers, and 10 
per cent tariffs on Welsh 
car manufacturers. 

“Is it not the case that 


this Tory Government are 
prepared to play fast and 
loose with the Welsh 
economy, with an 
extreme Tory vision of 
Brexit that would put 
Welsh jobs and 
livelihoods at risk?” 

Mr Cairns said he did 
not recognise the basis of 
Mr Jones’ question. 

He told him: “We want 
the freest, most open 
trading agreement, and it 
seems to me that the real 
investors, who are 
creating real jobs, are 
taking us towards our 
ambition. 

“We have seen major 
investment by Nissan in 
Sunderland, major 
investment by Toyota in 
Derbyshire and major 
investment in my 
constituency by Aston 
Martin. 

“That demonstrates 
their confidence in our 
vision as we leave the 
European Union.”

Marvel do it again as 
Guardians of the Galaxy Vol 
2 is a sublime triumph 


W HILE 
most 
Marvel 
films seem to be 
something akin to 
shooting fish in a 
barrel in terms of 
their critical and 
commercial success, 
it seems crazy to 
think that hack in 
2014, Guardians of 
the Galaxy was 
regarded by many 
as potentially being 
Marvel’s first big 
failure, telling, as it 
did, the story of a 
band of rogues in 
deepest space, 
numbering among 
them a talking tree 
and a violent 
racoon. 

However, $773 
million and a raft of 
praise later, Guardians 
of the Galaxy Vol. 2 
arrives not with 
trepidation but with 
anticipation, about how 
it will match up to its 
illustrious forbearer. 

With James Gunn at 
the helm yet again, here 
we meet the Guardians 
mere months after the 
end of the first film. 

Still together, the 
group (consisting of 
Chris Pratt’s Peter Quill, 
Zoe Saldana’s Gamora, 
Dave Bautista’s Drax, 
Groot (voiced by Vin 
Diesel) and Rocket 
(voiced by Bradley 
Cooper) are making their 
way across the galaxy as 
bounty hunters. 

Yet when they anger 


Ayesha (Elizabeth 
Debicki), the ruler of a 
planet, they find 
themselves seeking 
solace in many places - 
including discovering 
Peter’s mysterious birth 
father Ego, The Living 
Planet (Kurt Russell)... 

It’s safe to say that 
having done their best to 
educate cinema goers 
about who the Guardians 
of the Galaxy were, in 
three years Marvel have 
created an 

unprecedented level of 
excitement for what 
were a marginal concern 
in relation to the 
perceived big guns of 
the comic book genre. 

So ...Vol. 2 is a film 
that not only needs to 
satisfy the fan base who 
so love the first outing, 
but also deliver 
something fresh, 
thrilling and satisfying in 
terms of a sequel. 

Unsurprising, Volume 
2 is a film that is more 
than a match for its 
progenitor, one that 
manages to up the scale 
and spectacle yet also 
instil depth of character 
and emotion which 
serves all the main 
players across the 
board - in short, it’s one 
of the best Marvel 
outings to date - easily. 

Much of the credit for 
this goes to James Gunn, 
a man who was known 
as a director of mainly 
idiosyncratic fare prior 
to the first Guardians... 
film, but who here 
shows the bravura 
confidence and 
assuredness of a man 
who will be playing in 
the mainstream sand pit 


for as long as he wants’ 

Tackling sequels, and 
their maxim of 'Bigger! 
Better! Darker’, is a 
tricky enough task even 
without the pressure of 
following something so 
beloved, but Gunn (who 
also wrote the script) 
manages to do it with 
seeming ease. 

Yes the maxim is 
followed, but while the 
bigger and (arguably) 
better element is served, 
darker is replaced with 
emotional intimacy, 
which works 
exceptionally well. 

If the first film set up 
the dysfunctional family 
of the Guardians, here 
we see what happens in 
the aftermath of them 
sticking together, the 
bickering and moods of 
the characters ringing 
true and sketched with 
skill and detail. 

Yet there is a strong 
sense of the notion of 
family (and not in a 
ham-fisted Fast & 
Furious way), both 
literal and figurative that 
grants the film a 
wonderful depth and no 
little emotion - in fact, 
it’s surprising how many 
times this film will give 
you ‘something in your 
eye’. 

Not a single character 
feels wasted or lacking 
thanks to Gunn’s script, 
and the performances are 
deft enough to match - 
Chris Pratt takes Quill’s 
cool rock star to more 
mature and emotional 
levels through his 
burgeoning relationship 
with his father Ego (the 
always effortless Kurt 
Russell). 


Zoe Saldana has her 
own family issues with 
the returning Nebula 
(played by Karen 
Gillan), Dave Bautista 
deadpans excellently as 
Drax while even the 
likes of Groot and 
Rocket are given depth. 

Visually Gunn shows 
an ambition to increase 
the scope of the film and 
there are some superb 
set-pieces - the opening 
sequence, set to ELO’s 
‘Mr Blue Sky’ that 
manages to be both 
kinetic and hilarious, 
and a battle between 
Gamora and Nebula that 
riffs on North By 
Northwest - of all 
films - show how more 
confident the director is 
this time around. 

The only criticism to 
be levied at the film is 
that while it is 
exceptionally funny, 
there are a few occasions 
where Gunn plays a little 
too glibly at moments of 
high drama; while the 
laughs come quickly and 
often, there are times 
when you need the more 
dramatic elements need 
to be conveyed straight- 
faced, and Gunn often 
undercuts these moments 
when perhaps he should 
let them breathe. 

That said, you’ll be 
hard-pressed not to leave 
Guardians of the Galaxy 
Vol. 2 with either a) a 
big goofy grin, or b) 
slightly reddened eyes. 

If you’re really lucky 
you may end up with 
both, as this is a film 
that manages to deliver 
excitement and emotion 
with ease.

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Wartime service of local paddle steamers 




T HIS month, 110 years ago, Barry’s 
own paddle steamer commenced 
service for the town, her public 
and shortly after, King and country. 

The paddle steamer Barry was built for and 
named after the town in 1907. Originally intended 
for excursion cruising to and from Bristol Channel 
ports, she gave pleasure to the public, day tripping 
in peacetime. 

The paddle steamer Barry would become heroic 
in wartime and both World Wars as far as Gallipoli 
and later involved with D-Day. 

The local Merchant Navy Association (MNA) 
branch has paid tribute over the years to Barry, her 
loss and that of her Royal Navy crew members. 
This year it is the 110th year since the commission 
of the vessel. 

Since the underwater discovery of the vessel, 
which was lost in an enemy air attack, a few years 
ago, the wreck of the paddler has been declared a 
war grave. The vessel was sunk in 1941 during the 
Second World War. 

A little ship of Dunkirk, she also served under 
the white ensign during World War One and was 
mentioned in dispatches. Between conflicts, she 
returned to her public duties and also covered for 
the laid-up paddle steamer Waverley. 

The Barry was built for the Railway Company’s 
fleet in their new venture to capture a share of the 
Bristol Channel excursion trade by John Brown at 
Clydebank, launched at 4.30pm on May, 4, 1907. 
She was christened by Miss Nesta Forrest, the 
daughter of Robert Forrest of St Fagans, a director 
of the Barry Railway Company. She bestowed on 
it the name of Barry. 

She was a decidedly handsome and purposeful 
vessel, as befitted a product of a shipyard where 
she had taken shape alongside world-class Cunard 
ocean liners. 

The Barry sailed on day trips from Barry pier to 
all the favourite places in the Bristol Channel, 
including Weston and Ilfracombe. 

Many paddle steamers were commissioned into 
the Royal Navy from as early as September 1914, 
and minesweeping was to become the principal 
occupation of the shallow-draughted vessels such 
as paddle steamers. 

Enemy mines were usually laid to hit lower 
hulls; a pleasure boat stood a fighting chance of 
being able to sail right over one unscathed. The 
same applied with submarine torpedoes. “They 
always went nicely under our bottom, thank you,” 
said an officer of the Devonia after the war. 

The Barry had the most interesting war of all of 
the paddlers. A very different role developed for 
the former Barry Railway steamer, it is recorded 
the Barry entered a period of charter to the War 
Office in December 1914. 

She was initially to be used for war service 
transport and first took 400 prisoners-of-war to 
Dublin to be moved to a camp in Ireland. In later 
duties, she was used as a patrol vessel in the upper 
reaches of the Bristol Channel until May 22, 1915. 

She was then requisitioned by the Admiralty on 
June 30 and commenced loading stores and large 
quantities of bunkers without it being made clear 
where she was destined. 

The Barry left Bristol on July 25, 1915 for the 
eastern Mediterranean to become a supply ship 
transporting stores and personnel for the ill-fated 
Gallipoli campaign. The voyage to Lemnos in the 
Aegean Sea took a little under two weeks and her 
first trip from her new base at Suvla Bay took 
place on August 9. 

One of her key duties was the transport of the 
wounded back to the hospital ships at Lemnos for 
return to the UK. 

The evacuation of the troops took place in 
December almost always under artillery fire. Slow 
and lightly armoured, she was completely unsuited 
to a combat role, but the fighting on the beaches 
was going so badly that every ship possible was 
required to get the troops back to Egypt. 

Twice her paddles struck mines and she was 
almost lost, but against all the odds she was the 
last British ship to leave Suvla Bay, rescuing 
untold thousands of troops. 

When the campaign was abandoned it was the 
Barry that was the last to leave, evacuating the 


men of the rearguard. She had entered the Great 
War under her own name of Barry and ended as 
Barry field, one of her many name changes. 

It was not until 1917 that her original Bristol 
crew were relieved and it was around this time 
that her name was changed to Barryfield as a 
Bainbridge-class destroyer named Barry had now 
joined the US fleet. 

Barry saw out the rest of the war in the 
Mediterranean ferrying troops and supplies 
around. 

After the Great War she was to return to her 
pleasure cruising as a civilian. In 1920, she was 
refitted by her builders when it was decided to 
revive the popular name of the paddle-steamer 
Waverley and this was bestowed upon the one-time 
Barry in 1925. 

She was called to arms again for her country for 
World War Two. 

Barry was sent as HMS Snaefell to the Tyne 
and sailed south with other Campbell steamers 
with their white funnels now painted navy grey in 
the 8th Flotilla, where she attended Dunkirk. 

She was involved in the rescue of her grounded 
stablemate Glen Gower. HMS Snaefell served well 
at Dunkirk and was one of the last boats away 
with survivors, her precious cargo of 981 soldiers. 
The Dunkirk evacuation took place from May 27 
to June 4, 1940. 

During the Second World War, with 
approximately half the paddle vessels 
requisitioned for naval service and pressed into 
use as minesweepers or anti-aircraft vessels, many 
took part in ‘Operation Dynamo’ the evacuation of 
the British Expeditionary Force from the Harbour 
at Dunkirk and beaches running east from the 
town to the Belgian border. 

The original Waverley had been mothballed in 
peacetime, but was called to duty again for World 
War Two. She also attended the evacuations at 
Dunkirk, but was bombed and sunk on the 41st 
anniversary of her own launch date. 


The Barry by then had been renamed HMS 
Snaefell but had been confused with the lost 
Waverley. 

The PS Barry/HMS Snaefell survived Dunkirk 
and more but was finally sunk in an enemy aircraft 
bombing raid 13 months later off Sunderland on 
July 5, 1941. The paddler was on mine sweeping 
duties on the north coast at the time. 

The wreck of the Snaefell, or, as we remember 
her more locally, the Barry, was found by divers 
eight miles off the north-east coast of England in 
2010 . 

The leader of the dive team that found the PS 
Barry contacted the local Barry at War group to 
identify the wreck and recovered several items, 
one being the ship’s helm with brass wheel still 
attached. 

The helm was in fantastic condition and the 
pointer is still facing the direction the ship was in, 
trying to avoid bombs. 

The local MNA branch assisted Barry at War 
with the help of many to gain the recovered items 
and return all to the paddle steamer’s home town 
of Barry. 

Time was of the essence to ensure these 
historical items were returned to the paddler’s 


home town. The other option was scrap value as 
most is solid brass. 

It was important to have the pieces safely 
returned, housed and displayed in time for an RBL 
Barry branch/Gallipoli Remembrance service and 
tribute. 

The artifacts included two large solid brass 
windows, the brass helm with damaged wheel and 
a copper and glass lamp. The items were declared 
to the receiver of wreck back in 2010. 

They are safely housed and displayed with a 
model of the vessel in the entrance to the Mayor’s 
Parlour at King’s Square, Barry. 

Last summer, members of the MNA (Wales) 
Barry branch, and Terry Sylvester of the Paddle 
Steamer Preservation Society, ensured that both 
the loss of the Barry and her wartime crew were 
remembered and paid tribute 75 years later. 

They also presented the captain of the current 
Waverley with a branch plaque and documents of 
PS Barry, which was once named and conducted 
duties for the then PS Waverley. 2017 is a special 
year for the current Waverley as she celebrates 70 
years since her maiden voyage.

T here was a 
time when 
garages were 
rather set in their 
ways and, quite 
frankly, did not 
treat their female 
customers too well. 

Tales of customers 
reporting the 
experience as difficult, 
and of feeling 
patronised, were 
common. 


It’s a problem that 
a number of local 
garages are now well 
aware of, and they are 
keen to take action 
that will overcome this 
issue - an issue that 
has built up over 
several decades. 

There is a financial 
aspect too, of course, 
and a recent motor 
trade survey warned 
that independent 
garages faced missing 


out on millions of 
pounds in revenue 
because they employ 
too few female staff 
and are intimidating 
to women drivers, a 
new study reveals. 

Research, 
conducted for the 
Institute of the Motor 
Industry (IMI), in 
2016 found that 96 per 
cent of female drivers 
want to see more 
women mechanics in 


garages. 

The survey showed 
that women were four 
times more likely than 
men to get someone 
else to take their car to 
the garage. 

However, things are 
changing, not least 
because statistics show 
that there will soon be 
more women drivers 
than men. 

“The number of 
women drivers in the 
UK continues to 
increase year on year 
(so) it’s important 
businesses understand 
and develop their 
methods, behaviour 
and attitudes to reflect 
the changes in the 
consumer landscape,” 
said IMI CEO Steve 
Nash. 

He continued: 
“There is a massive 
knowledge gap 
between the 
professional and the 


customer (whether 
they are male or 
female) in this 
industry, so it’s 
important businesses 
enforce changes such 
as diversifying their 
workforce, 
introducing 
transparency when 
describing faults and 
pricing to ensure all 
their customers feel as 
comfortable as 
possible.” 

It’s a message that 
more and more 
garages have taken on 
board and, as cars get 
more and more 
complicated, the old 
stereotype that 
suggests that a man 
knows what is 
happening under the 
bonnet, whereas a 
woman doesn’t, is no 
longer true. 

Modern cars are 
equally baffling for 
both genders, which 


means that trust in 
your garage, based on 
past service or good 
feedback from friends, 
is more and more 
important. 

It is inevitable that 
some women will view 
a trip to the garage 
with some trepidation, 
but local enlightened 
garage managers are 
now well aware of the 
issue, and the times 
are definitely 
changing. 

Women are using 
their financial muscle 
and demand good 
service, and that good 
service is out there in 
a large number of 
local businesses. 

Old stereotypes take 
a long time to pass, but 
there is no doubt that 
the motor trade has 
become much more 
self aware - and things 
are different now.

NINE walkers from Cadlan, Cadair Fawr 


Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
under the 
leadership of Su G 
headed up to 
Penhow on Easter 
Saturday. 

They set off beside 
the A48 before 
climbing by field and 
quiet roads to bluebell 
adorned woodland at 
Castell-Prin. 

Arriving at 

Wentwood gate, lovely, 
wide paths led them 
northwards through 
part of the vast 
Wentwood Forest, or 
Coed Gwent, and a 
visit to the ancient 
Curley Oak, somewhat 
damaged through age, 
but still alive. 

A deforested area 
with rough sculptures 
made from cut logs 
brought them to a 
clearing with views 
back to Newport Docks 
before more pretty 
woodland paths 
afforded stunning 
views towards Sugar 
Loaf Mountain, Skirrid 
and Garway Hill. 

Turning south upon 
reaching Cadira 
Beeches car park and 
enjoying views of Gray 
Hill and Wentwood 
reservoir, pretty tracks 
on the slopes of 
Mynydd Alltir-Fach, 
with misty views of the 
two Severn bridges, led 
to Woodside Cottage 
Farm.

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Penarth Hockey Club’s 
double bid is denied 


AFTER a month-long break following 
the end of their various successful league 
campaigns, Penarth Hockey Club 
reconvened en masse at the Welsh 
Institute of Sport to cheer on the first XI 
as they looked to complete a ‘double 
double’ in the final of the Welsh Trophy. 

Having won both league and cup last year, 
Hitory on Sunday morning would have capped 
Hither meteoric season for the Bears, but their 
Hponents on the day, Cardiff University, also had 
Hill to play for as they looked to complete a 
Huble of their own after being crowned 
cnampions of their respective GoCrea8 League 
division. 

The students’ side may have been the 
underdogs, but made the better start in a cagey 
opening quarter. As they maintained possession 
with the sort of assurance and confidence usually 
shown by Penarth, it was the Vale team who were 
being made to chase the ball but, for all their 
composure, the university failed to create any 
chances as the Bears remained resolute in defence 
and still looked dangerous on the counter. 

The game sprung to life in the second quarter 
with both teams starting to threaten the opposing 
goal. Penarth went closest during a string of 
penalty comers, while David Joyce narrowly 
missed the target with a shot on his reverse. 

It was only a matter of time before the 
breakthrough came, however, and it fell to Chris 
Baker to open the scoring after a display of fine 
individual skills. 

Ben Croxall started the counter by sending a 
long aerial over the Cardiff back line, finding the 
onrushing Baker who controlled the ball, drew the 
keeper out wide before lifting the ball over the 
now-prone netminder and smashing home from a 


tight angle. 

Despite falling behind, the university were still 
well and tmly in the game and, having kept 
pressing forward, pegged Penarth back within 
minutes. 

After a clumsy tackle in the ‘D’, the Bears 
found themselves down to 10 men for two minutes, 
and the students wasted no time in bringing 
themselves level on the scoreboards after a well- 
worked penalty corner left keeper Simon Comfort 
with no chance. 

With their tails up after the rapid response, the 
university would quickly add a second, as a shot 
from a tight angle took an unfortunate ricochet and 
again left Comfort unable to prevent the score 
which, with just minutes to go to the interval, saw 
the students take a 2-1 lead into half-time. 

The break gave Penarth the chance to settle and, 
from the restart, they started to control the game, 
maintaining possession and keeping their 
opponents pinned in their own half. 

The students, however, were in resilient mood 
and defended heroically to keep the Bears at bay 
and deny any clear chances on goal. 

Entering the final quarter, Penarth began to 
throw everything at the university side as they 
looked for a way back into the game, but became 
guilty of panicking and forcing the play, especially 
when their opponents had been briefly reduced to 
nine men following a series of cynical tackles. 

While a more patient approach was required to 
draw the defenders out of a packed ‘D’, Penarth 
took one final throw of the dice by pulling keeper 
Adam Putt to press with 11 outfield players but 
were again thwarted in their efforts and eventually 
fell to a 2-1 defeat. 

They say you learn more in defeat than victory, 
and Penarth clearly have some tough lessons to 
learn, having approached the biggest single game 


of their season in the wrong manner and left it too 
late to respond to falling behind, putting 
themselves under too much pressure at the end of 
the match. 

With a first foray into Europe - and an expected 
step up in standards - just around the comer, the 
Bears need to learn those lessons and pick 
themselves up quickly, but have repeatedly shown 
an ability to come out fighting after defeat and will 
look to continue that trend in the Ukraine next 
month. 

Veterans hockey 

AFTER two false starts when games against 
Gwent had to be cancelled, Penarth’s veterans 
side finally made their first appearances of the 
summer in a midweek encounter with old rivals 
Whitchurch and an intriguing match-up with 
the emerging Stan well under-18s team. 

Having fallen behind early in the first game, the 
Grizzlies showed battling spirit to turn the tables 
and take a 2-1 lead into the final quarter of the 
game courtesy of strikes from Tyrone Moore and 
Andy Strong, but Whitchurch ultimately proved 
too resilient for the home side and scored three late 
goals to run out 4-2 winners. 

It was a slightly changed Penarth side that faced 
the youngest opposition they can expect to see all 
summer season, after accepting the challenge of 
taking on the Stanwell school team that is currently 
providing talent to both the local club and others in 
the area. 

While the students were at a disadvantage in 
terms of experience, they more than made up for it 
in speed and agility and, using the teamwork on 
display in the South Wales Cup at Christ College 
Brecon, were more than a match for a well- 
rehearsed veterans side. 

Stanwell dominated the first half, denying 
Penarth any real pressure on their goal while, in 
turn, imposing a high press on the veterans’ 25 and 
creating a series of chances that the senior defence 
did well to repel. The persistent pressure 
eventually took its toll, however, and Penarth’s 
resistance was finally broken by a slapshot from 
Connor Hamilton to the far post. 

The students continued to create chances 
throughout the opening period, but proved unable 
to double their advantage, and this eventually told 
as the game progressed into its later stages. 

The introduction of Moore added extra impetus 
to the veterans’ play and it was the Welsh 
international who finally brought the teams level 
with a clinical finish, setting up a tense 
denouement as the school side tried to combine 
frantic defence, led by goalkeeper Luke Williams 
and fellow fourth XI regulars Morgan Salisbury 
and Rhys Meddins, while hitting Penarth on the 
break in search of the winner. 

It was experience that told, however, with the 
cooler heads of the veteran side leading to a 
decisive strike from Marc Sawyer that served to 
separate the teams at the final whistle. While a 
draw may have been the fairest result on the day, 
Stanwell will have regular chances to redress the 
balance as the game looks set to become an annual 
event to commemorate both past school teams and 
the inauguration of the playing surface that has 
transformed the potential of both sides since 2015. 

Attention returns to Penarth’s youth sides this 
coming weekend as both the under-11 and under- 
13 teams return to Swansea in search of Welsh Cup 
success. The younger side recently clinched the 
south Wales title at the same venue, with their 
older counterparts qualifying for the national 
competition as regional runners-up. 

Penarth Hockey Club always welcomes new, old 
and returning players, umpires, supporters, friends 
and helpers regardless of age and ability. When the 
regular season resumes, training will take place on 
Wednesdays at Stanwell School, with the juniors 
on the pitch between 6.15pm and 7.15pm and the 
seniors between 7pm and 8.15pm.
